ground at the junction of Telegraph 
avenue and Broadwar, -where for 
.sometime the foundation of a build- 
ing has boen luid. 
Ettoh of the

ers und will occupy them as soon as 
clone. The rent* are getting to be 
rather stiff on Broadway and several 
merchants are making arrangements 
to become their own landlords. 
It 


is now certain that, the merchandis- 
ing cannot be confined to Broadway. 
It takes the most central cross streets, 
and pushes out on San Pablo and 
Telegraph 
avenues and on New 


Broadway. It is now evident that 
in a short time a great many stores 
•will be occupied north of the City 
Hall. The Creek Konte has not clone 
much as yet for lower Broadway. 
But •when this is once established 
business houses of some Jtinil will 
nxtend down to the water front. At 
present the drift of business is 
northerly. 
If the Postoffice was 


located near tue City Hall, it would 
accommodate the community nmch 
better thun now. 
Within a couple 


of rreeks there will be at least six- 
teen new stores ready for occupation 
on, or near Broadway, and above 
Twelfth street. 
One feature of 


building in this city is that gener- 
ally the year opens dull; and no one 
can toll with much certainty what is 
to bo the result. Early in tha spring 
the preparations for building attract 
attention, then in midsummer there 
i-ia lull, with another brisk build- 
ing season towards the end of the 
yenr. Just now buildings are goin 
up in all directions.
